NOTE: In response to the applicant's argument that Martwick does not address the claim limitation of "at least one 
connection coupled to the souce device, wherein that at least one connection is associated with a bus segment coupled to the target 
device, wherein the decoder generates the bus segment information based on the associated bus segment in response to an assertion of 
the at least one connection, the examiner maintains that Martwick teaches of at leat one connection bus 103, coupled to source device
